The following quo- 
laiiuu taken from Dr. Gray’s paper read 
oelore lue N ew Vork Society of Medical 
! J urisprudence, uiay prove interesting to 
.urne of our readers 
Some 10 or 12 years ago I was request­ 
ed to exauuue a Methodist m.uisler, who, 
because of his diminutive size, was called 
the ‘sparrow ' 
He had made such threats 
against his wife that he had been oblig ed 
t» i leave the parish in which he was env 
ployed in Westchester county, and had 
come to the city of Brooklyn,entering into 
real estate busmens. 
He was brought to 
my office by his lawyer, who was lirmly 
convicted that he was a much-injured 
man. During the course of a long conver 
nation with him lie admitted that several 
years ago lie had had an attack of irisan! 
ty, in the course of which he had passed 
himself off on a railroa» ! car as the long- 
lost 'Charlie Boss, whose abduction from 
his parents' home in Philadelphia had at 
ihat time caused great excitement. 
But 
he denied that tie was then insane, claim 
iug that his belief in his wile s Infidelity 
was no proof of mental aberration. 
“ I finally said to him that delusion was 
a false belief, and that if he had a false 
qj(j 
belief about his wife's infidelity which be 
could not be made to dlibelieve on ade 
ijiiate proof, he had a delusion and must 
therefore tie insane. 
He cheerfully ad­ 
mitted the force of this logical theorem, 
but attempted to destroy the very heart of 
it by reiterating that his wife was unfaith­ 
ful, and that tie had proof of it. 
I finally 
brought him and his wife face to face. 
"By means of that unconscious intelli­ 
g ence which we rail instinct, 1 became 
positive that he bad no reason for cause 
of complaint against his wife, and equally 
positive that the man's mind was affected, 
but yet I did not feel myself warrante» ! in 
making a positive diagnosis involving the 
grave step o f commitment to a lunatic 
asylum upon unconscious intelligence, or 
instinct I therefore managed to g et them 
to live together. 
“ Now, it so happened that they went to 
board in a house in which several medi­ 
cal students lived, and in the course of a 
few week# these medical students came 
to me with such a story of disg usting 
actions upon the man’s part as it wouhl 
not tie fitting to publish in detail, but 
which made it certain to my mind that it 
would be a crime to leave him at 
l a r g e . 
I therefore went to his lawyer and told 
him so
